When 
using a type guage, keep in mind that 
the conversion from picas to inches is 
slightly different from that on the 
computer: 6 picas (72 points) is 0.996 
inches on a traditional type ruler; the 
conversion has been rounded off in 
most desktop publishing systems, 
where the 72 dots per inch resolution 
of many monitors converts so easily 
to 72 points to the inch.

The following are the two 
sections in the by-laws we will be 
voting on at the April meeting. 
The wording may be changed at 
the meeting, but this is the propo- 
sals: | 


Article I] Membership 
(paragraph 3) 

The Officers to be elected 
are: (1) President (2) Vice 
President (3} Secretary (4) Trea- 
surer (5) Editor (6) Librarian (7 
Sysop. All Officers shall serve as 





Trustees, Ape the revigie two 
presidents shall also serve as 
Trustees. In the absence of one or 
both previous presidents, the 
general membership shall elect 
replacement trustees to serve part 
or all of the terms of office of the 
absent member. (To add): In the 
-event the membership of the club 
falls below (xx), the officers to be 
elected will be (1) President (2) 
Secretary (3) Treasurer. These 


officers and the previous two 


presidents shall serve as Trustees. 
The positions of Editor, Librarian 
and Sysop will be appointed by 
the Trustees with approval of the 
membership. 

The other change will be in 
Article IV section 5 the last 
sentence. All Trustees shall be 
entitled to membership in the club 
without charge. (To add) In the 
event the membership of the club 
falls below (xx), the Trustees will 
pay membership dues. 

Where (xx) is, the number 
will be decided at the meeting. 
The present board felt it was 
necessary for these changes to 
take place for the benefit of the 
club. In the event that our 
membership will again climb, the 
by-laws will probably be changed 
again to the former state. 

We hope to continue with 
the growth of the club, and hope 


. these changes, if approved, will 


be a step in the right direction.

On an unaccelerated Amiga the 
compression scheme I findmost 
useful is called "nuke". "Nuke" 
compresses at approximately 10K per 
second and unpacks at about SSK per 
second. On an accelerated Amiga it 
likely that floppy access is quicker, as 
the file crunches faster than it saves. 
Compression in many cases is 
comparable to lharc. The only bug I 
have found is that it occasionally 
gives a false "destinatin full" error, 
then goes ahead and saves it anyway.
